An almost capacity audience 
was present at the Council meet¬ 
ing Tuesday evening, manv being 
interested in the annexation of 
the Hastings Ranch, including 
representatives of the School 
Foard. Chamber of Commerce and 
others. 

Postmaster Durnlng started the 
ball rolling by stating that this 
city is in line for a new 585,000 
Post Office building but we will 
never get it if we stifle the 
growth of the city but the annex¬ 
ation of the Hastings Ranch would 
almost guarantee it. We are 
now a second class office but we 
could become a first class. 

Letters from the Chamber of 
Commerce and School Board were 
then read asking that a survey 
be made to determine how much 
water and other services could 
be secured, which would give 
Sierra Madre facts on which to 
ask for the annexation. 

Supt. Korsmeier stated that the 
assessed valuation of the city is 
decreasing while expenses are In¬ 
creasing and stressed the neces¬ 
sity of maintaining the financial 
income of the district to keep up 
the standard of education. The 
assessed valuation is down to 
less than $7,000 per pupil, where 
authorities estimate it Is neces¬ 
sary to have $11,000 per pupil. 
The present schools are over¬ 
crowded now and additional rooms 
are needed. 

Asked by Councilman McGill 
what effect it would have if we 
lose the $3,000 now paid by the 
Ranch, Mr. Korsmeier replied It 
would necessitate an immediate 
tax rate boost of at least 10 
cents.

Mayor Schwartz suggested the

START IN FEW DAYS 

This concern is the first of sev¬ 
eral television companies which 
secured sites on Mount Wilson 
several months ago to complete 
its installations and while an ex¬ 
act time for the first "telecasts” 
has not been set, they definitely 
will be started within the next 
few days, Mr. Landsberg stated 
when interviewed at the station 
site on top of the mountain. 

This installation is the highest 
television station in the world, 
and stands at a 5800-foot eleva¬ 
tion on Mount Alta, the topmost 
peak on Mount Wilson. Due to 
Its high location it will be able 
to send telecasts into homes over 
the entire Southland area.

Girl Scouts Celebrate Birthday 

This week, March 12-19, America's Girl Scouts celebrate 
their 34th birthday. In the years since 1912, they have grown 
from 12 girls and two leaders to the present membership of 
more than a million. 

For 34 years the organization has been working to build 
up an understanding among the girls of the world, based on 
their mutual interest in Scouting. Juliette Low believed the 
movement she founded in this country would develop into a 
strong force for international peace and friendship and today 
we find that the emphasis on a world sisterhood of Girl Scouts 
was foreslghted. 

In the light of the Girl Scout record of work for interna¬ 
tional friendship the local organization has made and filled 
friendship bags and illustrated a world map, assisted by Mrs. 
W. R. Smythe and other leaders, showing where the funds 
given by the girls themselves wdll be distributed in memory of 
Juliette Ivow, the founder. 

Each member of the local organization will bring a birthday 
gift of as many pennies as she is old to be sent to Girl Guides 
in other countries, and she must earn this money herself. 
Strings from the large map in the Red Cross rooms lead to 
the cities and countries where the pennies will go. The Brown¬ 
ies selected Europe, other Troops have t3ken China. Africa, etc. 

Girl Scouting in Sierra Madre has grown to 10 Troops, with 
118 registered Scouts, 15 leaders, 15 Council members, 19 Troop 
committee members or a total of 168 individuals Interested in 
the work. Last year the number was 135. 

Interest in both Girl and Boy Scouting is growing so rapidly 
ml is so valuable that definite plans for adequate enrrying on 
the work should he made. More leaders are needed. Many 
parents feel their responsibility ceases when they send their 
children to the meetings or camps, hut the Scout leaders are 
not nursemaids. They are voluntarily giving of their time 
strength and ability that our youth may be benefited. 

There are many girls who wish to become Scouts but can¬ 
not bo taken care of without more leaders. The parents would 
get Into closer contact with their children if they would enter 
into their play and social life. Several local organizations are 
considering the plan of each club sponsoring a group or Troop. 

The building which is being erected is a good start but woe¬ 
fully inadequate. It Is unfortunate that Bruce McGill was not 
backed up as ho should have been and the $8,000, set as a 
gonl, reached instead of about $2,000 which merely pays for 
the materials that go Into a small building. But the Sierra 
Madre spirit, will yet win. Volunteer labor Is going into the 
building and a larger building will come. 

Scouting Is character building and now that the war ac¬ 
tivities have let up, let’s do something for our own boys and 
girls.

Sierra Madre. from its earliest 
beginning, has always been noted 
for its good work. 

Over all its early years the 
Churches, the Library and the 
School, and later the Woman's 
club and Red Cross were the 
center of all activities. 

All social events, amateur 
plays. Church suppers were given 
to raise money for the Library or 
Churches. 

The little Episcopal Church 
blew down shortly after it was 
built, and tho next day the gal¬ 
lant Church members stood amid 
the ruins and planned a new and 
better Church which was started 
immediately. Later the new 
Church became too small for its 
congregation and was enlarged. 

When the old Congregational 
Church out-grew its usefulness, 
a large and substantial edifice 
was eroded on the other side of 
tho boulevard with adequate fa¬ 
cilities for a large congregation 
and all modern church activities. 

The little wooden Church of 
the Catholics on Highland Avenue, 
was very soon Inadequate and 
now the fine Church on the cor¬ 
ner takes its place, the imposing 
tower a landmark for miles 
around. 

When another Church was 
deemed necessary the Bethany

The hotel was originally built 
in the late 1880's near the corner 
of Citrus and Broadway, on the 
site of the proposed town of Glad¬ 
stone. 

When the tracks of the Santa 
Fe railway were laid on the Glen- 
dora-Azusa route, bypassing Glad¬ 
stone many of the town's build¬ 
ings the Brunjes hotel among 
them—were moved to Azusa. 

Tlie hotel was built originally 
by John Brunjes. father of the 
Misses Emma nnd Gesinn Brunjes, 

| the former owners.

[’arents Urged to 
Help in Prevention 
Measles Epidemic 

Unless parents are on the alert 
to promptly Isolate children with 
symptoms of upper respiratory 
infection, a preliminary symptom 
of measles, there is danger of 
the disease Increasing to epidemic 
proportions. Los Angeles countv 
health department warned this 
week. 

“Health authorities have not 
found an effective immunization 
procedure for the prevention of 
measles, such as there is for 
smallpox, dlptheria, and whooping 
cough. 

The health officer recommends 
that in instances of exposure, the 
administration of immune globu¬ 
lin offers protection for a short 
time. Given early in the incuba-1 
tion period, it serves to prevent j 
the disease and given later in j 
the incubation period, it serves 
to lessen the severity of the at- j 
tack This protection should be 
given pre-school children especial-j 
ly, as this is the age where 
measles takes the highest toll. i 

While measles, under the Cali¬ 
fornia state health code is not 
quarantimble, cases must be re-

“Can you find me a house?" 
"I want to get married." “We 
don't want to live with our folks, 
there’s a big family there and it's 
just impossible—well you know a 
man has a mother and a wife and 
they are different and I know it 
won’t go." These words with an 
appeal in the veteran’s face made 
you know how he meant it. There 
is no house. Several weeks later 
the story of the veteran’s mar¬ 
riage was in the paper. 

"Where are they living?" This 
is a puzzle that cannot be solved 
by the counselor alone but needs 
the co-operation of all good citi¬ 
zens. It has been estimated that 
there are manv places that could 
be made livable if the owners 
felt so disposed. Perhaps a house 
made into two apartments, or 
rooms buitt over a garage. 

Many had some heartbreaks 
while trying to find a home and 
make it livable before the veter¬ 
an husband returned. One young 
wife found a three room apart- 
men' which was in a disreputable 
condition. The landlord said she 
could have the first month's rent 
for cleaning it and making it liv¬ 
able. After days of real labor at 
scrubbing and cleaning and yet 
much happiness for she was pre¬ 
paring for the return of her hus¬ 
band. the landlord said he would 
have to have the rent from the 
day she started cleaning because 
he could get $50 a month for 
those three rooms. 

Coming home and no place to 
live is a serious problem to our 
boys: a sort of bitter disillusion¬ 
ment the same sort of feeling 
we've all had when left standing 
while everybody else had a place 
to rest.

That s the advice of a prominent road building engineer. In 
the past, he points out, we have too often built our highways to 
meet the existing traffic conditions rather than to accommodate 
the traffic volume that would be using those roads five or ten 
years later.

berg, who has been in television 
work in this country and Europe 
for the past 12 years, has su¬ 
pervised all details of the new 
station. Paramount engineers 
built the transmitting system. 

The tower and antenna stand 
75 feet above the ground and 
will be increased to 150 feat. A 
two-storv building houses two 
transmitters, one for pictures and 
one for sound; also a generator 
for the transforming of Edison 
Company power from 50 cycles 
to the 60 cycles needed for modu¬ 
lation frequency television. On the 
second floor are living quarters 
which command a view of San 
Clemente and Catalina Island on 
a clear day, and are supplied with 
Butane gas for heating and cook¬ 
ing. 

UNAFFECTED BY WEATHER 

Exterior of the building fits 
into the mountain setting artis¬ 
tically and was designed by Mr. 
Landsberg on plain lines, with 
construction in natural redwood. 
A painted green roof completes 
this rustic structure. 

Telecasts may be sent out In 
all kinds of weather due to heat¬ 
ing facilities for the antenna. The 
building is sheltered by low hills 
and the transmitting room rests 
on a foundation of concrete, ply¬ 
wood and linoleum to provide 
safety for men working with high 
voltage equipment. 

HOME SETS IN FALL 

Experimental number for the 
station has been W6XYZ, but It 
is to become Station KTLA for 
commercial purposes. Good news 
to television fans who are await¬ 
ing eagerly the release of home 
receiving sets is the report from 
Mr. Landsberg that he had been 
informed these will be available 
next August or September. 

“Television is no longer around 
the corner, but is a reality, and 
we believe we can advance the 
entire industry through operation 
of this new station," he declared. 
Mr, Landsberg has been twice 
honored with television awards, 
once by the Television Broadcast¬ 
ing Association for adoptaion of 
motion picture techniques to tele¬ 
vision, and a second time by the 
American Television Society for 
"consistent technical excellence In 
television production.”
